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TIME TABLE 


The tim e has arrived when the average cit izen, it 
matters not what his vocation, needs t o give a more 
serious thought to the railroad problem. 
In days gone 
by. this question 
was largely ifcgarded as one which 
concerned only those who were interested in railroad 
securities or those whose living was direct ly or indi­ 
rectly derived from them; in short, as a more or less 
'private affair’’ rather than one which holds wit hin it s 
grasp a large share of the welfare and prosperity of the 
entire country. 
Since the 
Federal 
Government 
and 
the 
several 
states have taken over the regulation and cont rol of the 
carriers, since the great and vital power to make and 
unmake railroad rates has been placed in the hands of the Commissions, 
which in states at least, are more or less responsive to public sent iment , it 
becomes incumbent upon every citizen to inform him self upon the under­ 
lying facts, lest he unconsciously and unwittingly contribute to an erroneous 
and mistaken public policy, unfortunate not merely for the railroads, but 
equally so for tiie masses of the people. 
When an industry which transacts a fourth of the nation s annual volume 
of business is ailing, it is absolutely certain to precipitate a condition of 
general stagnation and depression in all other industries. 
The desperate 
efforts made by the railroads to reduce their operating expenses t hrough 
forced economies had their inevitable result in the recent severe depression 
in th** commerce and industry of the country, which threw out of employment 
thousands of workmen and reduced or destroyed the incomes of t housands 
dependent upon returns from investments. 


Itate increases are necessary to relieve the present distressing situation 
of the railroads. W hen the Federal Government and the several states appro­ 
priated to them selves the power to lower railroad rates they at the same 
time assumed the solemn obligation to raise them if the financial condition 
of the carriers requires it. The right of the state to fix lower rates is for 
the puft»ose of protecting the public against paying tribute. 
It is a right 
which every broad-minded railroad man freely acknowledges. The obligation 
to raise them is a solemn duty not only to the vast arm y of people dependent 
upon the operation of railroads, but also to those who own railroad securities, 
mid who, in common with other citizens, are entitled to justice and protec­ 
tion. 
The tim e lias come when the Commissions in the different states must 
deal fairly and frankly with the railroads, when they must divest themselves 
of future political considerations and act as fair-minded arbiters in the 
m atter of just intra-state rates, bearing in mind the rights of both the public 
and the carriers, and Hie necessity of promoting the nation’s commerce hy 
the provision of adequate transportation facilities through the investment wf 
private capital.

The first mention of the use of 
forks in history was at. 
the table of 
J ohn, the good Duke of Burgundy, 
and he only possessed two, one of 
gold and rhe other of sliv er. At that 
period 
the 
loa v es 
of 
bread were 
ma de cylindrica l. 
They were cut In 
slice« and plied upon a trencher and 
placed beside the hoat, who carv ed 
the meat with a 
pointed 
ca rv ing 
knife, ba lding the joint with a hkew- 
er of wrought gold or silv er, which 
lie stuck into the joint to hold it se­ 
cure while cutting the meat. 
Hav ­ 
ing cut the mea t in slice« , he took It 
on the point of the knifo and placed 
It on a slice of brea d, which was 
serv ed 
to the guest. 
This ancient 
custom of serv ing mea t is still prac­ 
ticed in som e ha mlets on the conti­ 
nent of Europe. 
This decoration Is 
still the v ogue i n , ou r , delica tessen 
stores. 
W hen it, first'beca m e custo­ 
mary to use forks a gentlema n on re­ 
ceipt 
of 
an 
inv ita tion 
to 
dinner 
would 
send 
his serv a nt 
with 
bis 
knife, fork a nd spoon, or, if he had 
no serv a nt, he would ca rry them in 
his breeches pockets, a s u ca rpenter 
carries his rule to-da y. 
This a n­ 
cient custom still obta ins a mong the 
pea sa ntry of the Tyrol 
and some 
part« of Germa ny and Switzerland, 
they ca rrying their knife, fork and 
spoon in a case. Som etim es all three 
are 
found 
together, 
with 
a 
riv et 
through 
the 
extreme 
end of the 
handle. 
This form of feediug, I understand, 
is genera lly used 
in all 
places In 
Italy, their forks being for the most 
part made of iron or stool, and some 
of silv er; but those a re used only by 
gentlemen. The rea son of this their 
curiosity is, beca use the Italian ca n­ 
not by a ny mea ns endure to hav e his 
dish touched with lingers, seeing all 
m en’s fingers are not a like clean. 
Hereupon 1 m ys e lf: thought, good to 
im ita te the Italian fa shion; of this 
forked cutting of 
mea t, 
not only 
while I wa s in Italy, but a lso In Ger­ 
many, a nd oftentimes" In 
Engla nd 
since I ca m e home. 
'I he use of forks'w a s at first much 
ridiculed in Engla nd a s a n effemi­ 
na te piece of finery. In one of Bea u­ 
mont and 
Fletcher’s 
pla ys ‘‘your 
fork ca rv ing tra v eler” is spoken of 
with much contempt, a ud Ben J ou- 
son has joined in th e’}la ugh a ga inst 
them in his ''Dev il’s a n A ss.’.,’— New 
York Mail.

were at a loss to und ersta nd how the 
safes had been opened, and only upon 
th e ap p rehe ns ion of tin* tw o men se v­ 
eral years la ter was it learned that 
the jobs had not been “inside” ones, 
¡is was originally susp ected, but had 
really been the work of two 
men 
who had been initiated into the m ys­ 
teries of safecrafi, a nd had put their 
knowledge to criminal use. 
This put 
the safe-makers on their guard, and 
an ex ceedingly 
comp licated 
system 
was immediately 
p ut 
into 
l'orce, 
win reby not only was th e pedigre * 
o' every w ork m a n looked into closely, 
but the w ork 
among the employ« .e 
v as so sep arate d that no one man 
or two men could ga th e r enough in­ 
formation about a safe to put it to 
dangerous 
use afterw ard. 
F urth e r­ 
more, when an emp loyee is discharg­ 
ed, or when he voluntarily leaves his 
position, 
Itis 
actions 
a re 
watched, 
and, although the safe comp anies re­ 
fuse to discuss the p artic ular point, 
ii is a m a t te r of record that any fortn- 
• 
emp loyee of a safe comp any, who 
is p ossessed of intimate information 
regarding the secrets of that t ■ 
ju- 
p a ny’s safes, is kept und e r constant 
surveillance. 
As an 
illustration of 
the thoroughness with which this is 
done, there may be cited the ease of 
i former sup e rintend ent or c* e of the 
principal safe comp anies, 
who was 
discharged eight years ago for intox ­ 
ication, who subseq uent!} sought and 
obtained a position as sup er intendent 
i t tin iron foundry in th e middle west, 
who has now held th a t position for 
th e last seven years, who has done 
bis work well, and who is yet kep t 
under the eye of a detective In the 
safe com p any’s pay. 
T h ere is not 
the slightest 
reason to doubt 
the 
man's integrity, but as nas been sic. 
-a sted by the man's emp loyer, w ho 
knows his sup erintend ent 
is being 
watched, 
th e 
safe com p any seems 
unwilling to take the slightest clian e.
